STEAMSHIP 


‘Meirinkai’ Officers 
Claim Ship Did Not 
Display Flags 


YOKOHAMA, Japan, Feb. 28.— 
Fascists struck the liner Katori 
Maru, of the Japanese Mail Steam- 
ship Line in this port today, claim- 
ing that the ship had not “displayed 
the proper flags during recent 
fleet maneuvers. 

The ship was held up for 24 
hours on a scheduled European 
voyage, when officers refused to

The fascists are members of the 
Meirinkai which claims 500 offi- 
cers among the personnel of the 
shipping line. 

President Noboru Otani, of the 
company, described the Meirinkai 
as an “illegal society formed to

The Meirinkai was organized by 
high-ranking Japanese militarists, 
under the leadership of fascist 
Gen. K. Tanaka, in May, 1932.
